There was discussion regarding an event at the Boat and Ski Club allowing
alcohol. ABC permitted alcohol; the event was not open to the public. Mr.
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Peterson voiced concern that the Mission Bay Park Committee is not part of the
process and wishes to be. Mr. Jones indicated that committee participation is
possible within parameters. Confidentiality, non-disclosure agreements must be
considered. Ms. Swink brought up issues with lease violations and questioned the
timeline and intentions for the Boat and Ski Club to move to South Shores. Mr.
Paul stated he visited the Boat and Ski Club and was impressed and that the boats
are well kept. Ms. Fuentes recommended Law Enforcement be asked if they have
concerns. Sgt. Heacox stated they had no specific comments but that there have
been some officer concerns. Mr. Simmons (Boat & Ski Club Bartender) admitted
to some problems but stated SDPD has not been called to respond. Mr. Prince
expressed concerns regarding the Sportsman’s Seafood lease.

that she has shared letters from USFWS regarding the necessity, vandalism
problems, and predator control traps. The closure is in the spirit of cooperation with
the Federal Government.

Alcohol ban
e New signs are being installed throughout Mission Bay Park.
e Modified special event permit created for corporate events, weddings to have
alcohol. Five areas identified 1) North DeAnza, 2) Fiesta Island, 3) Mariners Pt.,
4) Playa Il, and 5) Ski Beach. Permitted groups must comply with regulations set
for beer gardens, fencing and obtain necessary ABC permit.

Sergeant Mark Heacox of the San Diego Police Department, Northern Division
e Spoke about abandoned boats and the challenges of impounding them, the cost is
not budgeted.
e There was high park visitation during Spring Break.
e A few alcohol related tickets were issued, overall Officers are gaining compliance.
e Transient population has been impacted by alcohol ban and the population has
diminished.
